A PLEA OF INSANITY. 


BOMB, N. Y., Nov. 19.—A most dastard- 


ly crime was committed at 4.30 o'clock 
this morning two miles west of this city 
by wrecking the limited fast mail No. 6, 
east-bound on the New York central rail" 
road. It was the deliberate act of fiends. 


As a result Engineer Nathan Hager was 


killed as were a!so two unknown men. 
Hail Clerk Murphy was cut about the 
bead and another employe lost a leg. 
Valuable mail is destroyed and an im- 
mense amount of property destroyed. 


The wreckers broke open the company's 


tool-boose near where the wreck occared 
•nd obtained a wrench and crowbar. 
With these the spikes and fish-plates from 
two opposite rails on the southerly track 
bad been removed. 


The fast train composed of four mail 


and three sleepers came along running at 
the rate of about forty miles an hour. 
The locomotive left the track, bounded 
over the ties and fell sidewise into a ditch 
twelve feet deep on .the south side of the 
track. 


The two foremost mail cars shot by the 


engine.the first landing about seventy-five 
feet from the point where the engine left 
the track. 
The second and third mail 


cars came together in "v" shape. Fourth 
mail car was toppled way over. The first 
two sleepers were partly turned over and 
the last remained on the tracks. There 
were about fifty passengers in the three 
sleepers and not one of them was hurt. 
Several other trainmen in addition to 
those mentioned received more or less 
serious injuries. 


The omcials of the road declare that 


every effort known to detective work will 
be made to detect the wreckers.

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED. 


Mr. Houghton's Decision Brings Great 


Satisfaction to the Town. 


It is a rare thing, if not quite unprece- 


dented, for the candidacy of any man, for 
any office, to be accepted as is that of A. 
C. Houghton for the mayoralty of North 
Adams. From the time it was announced 
yesterday afternoon that he had con- 
sented to take the nomination,, until the 
last store was closed at night, Mr. Hough- 
ton's decision was the one topic of con- 
versation on the streets and in every busi- 
ness place in town, and the satisfaction 
expressed was remarkable for its hearti- 
ness and universality. Without a single 
dissecting voice it was agreed that Mr.

there has been a feeling that Mr. Hough- 
ton should be at the helm when the time 
should come for it to go into effect, be- 
cause of his interest in the charter and 
the change from town to city government, 
and because of his large public spirit and 
remarkable judgment and, executive 
ability. No one has ever maintained that 
he was the only man capable of filling 
this important post acceptably, for which 
North Adams is especially favored with 
men qualified for any office within her 
gift, and who possess the full confidence 
of their townsmen, but the very men who, 
with Mr. Houghton, have been mentioned 
for the office, have been foremost in insist- 
ing that he should serve the city of North 
Adams as its first mayor.

UNANSWERABLE 
ARGUMENT. 


Abstract of Rev. Mn.Tenney's Sunday 


Morning Sermon. 


At the Congregational church Sunday 


morning Rev. W. L. Tenney preached an 
able and interesting sermon on "A Trans- 
formed Life the UnanswerableArgument,'' 
an abstract of which follows. 


"And seeing the man which was healed stand- 


ing with them, they could say nothing against 
it." Acts 4:14. 


The Jewish leaders could readily have 


answered any argument which Peter and 
John could have drawn, either from the 
Old Testament scriptures or from reason, 
as to the transforming influence of Jesus 
Christ. 
But in all the Sadducean and 


Pharnsaic armory, there is no weapon 
which can parry the force of the living 
argument upon which their eyes rest 
when they listen to the answer made 
them by the Apostles. 


The priests are weak where Peter and 


John are strong and their silence is the 
acknowledgement of the fact. They lack 
not a certain religious experience. They 
are zealous in maintaining the i'aith. 
They are examples to oil in the correct 
observances of the ceremonials of religion. 
Yet they know not of the power of a 
present God, through whom the lame 
men by the Gate Beautiful may be healed. 
The rude Golileeans, children in their 
religious experience, knowing but little of 
the correct observance of the ceremonials 
of religion, are strong in their faith In a 
present God, who now hears them and 
shows his loving character through tnem. 


Into these two groups the world is di- 


vided today. The question which con- 
cerns men more than any other is, 
"Whore is God?" Their ingrossment in 
business and in pleasure is only apparent- 
If the power of the loving God could be 
manifested to the world today, men would 
drop all else and fly to him. Go where 
we will, we find t,he name of Jesus re- 
peated with reverence; for Jesus showed 
to men the Father. 
Through all the 


doubts, the misinterpretations, the perse- 
cutions of the centuries, the light divine 
manifested in Jesus, still shines upon tlie 
world and adds intensity to its yearning. 


But a manifestation of God made 


eighteen centuries ago can never satisfy 
the questionings of the present. 


We must soon cease to believe Chat acts 


of healing were ever wrought by Jesus, if 
we come not today into direct contact 
with a God from whom we should expect 
such a tender care for all his children. 
We do well to rest upon the, solid rock of 
our own Christian consciousness. 
We 


must' not neglect the need of greater 
Christian activity. We rightly magnify 
the importance of the means of grace 
afforded us in the church. Yet no soul 
ever learned of God through such means 
aloue. The lame man by the Gate Beau- 
tiful, represented in the early days of 
Christianity, the great Roman world, 
helpless in its unbelief,-—distorted ane 
diseased through its lack of purity and 
genuineness, oppressed by a constant 
sense qf failure and unhappiness. The gos- 
pel was proved to be the power of God 
unto salvation as dreary doubt and un- 
belief gives way to a faith which c»res not 
for ostracism, torture or death. The soul 
of the libertine is. cleansed. 
Home be- 


comes to slave* and peasants a synonym 
for heaven. 
As i the heart-sick Roman, 


turning from his jinchaste and unhappy 
home, is forced to exclaim, "What1 wives 


these Christians make," his objections are 
silenced and the multitudes gladly listen 
;o the message which is proclaimed by 
;he men who can show by their side the 
witness to tho truth of their words. 


The world today needs to ba shown 


what God is by means of the influence 
which he exerts upon the whole range of 
human life and activity. If Christ were 
again to appear in the form his disciples 
knew and loved so well, his influence 
would necessarily be limited to the few 
who could come under the direct influence 
of his personality. But if the presence 
and power of the Christ can be manifested 
whenever there is need, then will all this 
needy world come to know him and love 
lilm. The marvellous design of the Gate 
Beautiful of this age of which we are so 
proud, can never be appreciated by us, if 
we have been thoughtless of the needs of 
those who cannot enter into the gate with 
us and powerless to aid them if we would. 
If God cannot use us to make this world a 
better and happier place for all his chil- 
dren, he can use us for nothing. 


Would we convince the rest of the 


world that our form of government is in- 
deed a divine evolution, then it is our duty 
to show That because we are Christians, 
we are more attentive to the needs of our 
country, of our state and of our city. Try 
to be such,a citizen, that if God should 
shut you out of every other form of activ- 
ity, you would still transform every civic 
duty into a Christian privilege, and the 
ideal union of church and state will soon 
be realized. 


Age must give place to self-accusation, 


if we engage in a business whose success 
depends upon the exercise of an unchris- 
tian spirit. The man who will fall in bus- 
iness rather than underpay his employes, 
misrepresents the 
quality 
of 
his 


goods, 
take 
an 
unfair 
advan- 


tage of another 
intlio same 
bus- 


iness or envy a business competitor 
will today bear the same effective witness 
to the power of a Christian conviction 
that did the unflinching martyrs who 
courted a fiery death, rather than da 
reverence to the image of the Csesar. s' "• 
The world today does not have enough 
faith in the church, because it thinks that 
it sees us carry into our church life much 
of the selfish spirit which is supposed to 
characterize the unbeliever. Let m ask 
ourselves'not bow much am I getting out 
of my church life, but how much am I 
putting into it. Let the obligation which 
rests upon you as a chnrch member be- 
cause "one is your master, even Christ," 
be at least as weighty as the obligation 
which rests upon you in the world to keep 
your wordiest you lose your credit and 
financial standing. Try not to imprison 
the spirit of your religion in the dry bones 
of a dreary formalism but let this spirit 
manifest itself through the flesh and 
blood, the nerve and muscle of philan- 
thropy and regard for God's unfortunates, 
—then will the "unchurched masses" re- 
turn to the church as to the home of the 
soul. 


As individuals, we will convince the 


world'of our genuineness, as we cherish 
and develop a more stalwart faith. Let 
us learn to say with the poet-editor, re- 
gardless of our theories, 


"If Jesus Christ be ft mail, 
And only a man I say, 
That of all mankind will I cleave to Him, 
Anfl to Him will I cleave alway. 
"If Jesus Christ be a God,

to possess a group of influential citizens 
Whose public spirit is conspicuous, and o 
these men Mr. Houghton is the modes: 
leader. He is not only a great captain o 
industry, and so conspicuously helpful on 
the material side, but he is the advocate 
and friend of the forces and institution: 
that make for better citizenship and gooc 
government. The men of a small place 
if they stand together at all, work witl 
greater unity and force than the influen 
tialmenofa larger city, who too often 
divide and dissipate their influence. Thi 
uplifting which has come to North Adam: 
of recent years has been m ost marked 
and for this progress in all direction 
credit is due to the score of good citizen: 
who have acted with a serious purpose t< 
bring it about. 
We imagine that al 


these men are ready to allow unqualifle< 
credit to Mr. Houghton for the impulsi 
he has given to North Adams. 


Surely no community ever had a mon 


loyal citizen than Mr. Houghton has been 
In the conduct of the Arnold print work: 
he has shown masterly qualities, and hi: 
business ability in all directions is greatly 
relied upon. His public spirit fails on n 
•ide. To him in large measure northern 
Berkshire owes its new normal school 
which will be built within the appropria 
tion—a record worth speaking of and one 
which Mr. Houghton was determined 
should be made. The recent election o 
Mr. Houghton as a, director of the Bosto: 
ft Albany railroad was very welcome to 
the people of Berkshire. They know tha 
he will do all that any man can do to im 
prove the local service of that county 
Mr. Houghton's interest in William 
college as one of her trustees is also to his 
credit.

Ingersoll: "And I am willing to put 
myself on record as saying, with all the 
emphasis of which I am capable, that— 
hough, as you know, I do not agree with 
Jolonel Ingersoll concerning some of the 
points that I regard as of unspeakable im- 
jortance—if I must choose between the 
conception of the world, of God, man and 
destiny, as set forth in the authoritative 
creeds of the orthodox churches of today 
—if I had to choose between these nnd the

tenderly by his side, let the outcome bo 
whatever it might. Rather than accept 
the old view of God and of his relation to 
his children, as set forth in the old creed?, 
I would rather try to lighten human bur- 
dens, to lift the weight of some heart 
crushed, to wipe out the tears from some 
eye, to do some little thing in order to 
help to make the world happier and 
brighter, and then fall asleep forever, and 
I would thank God for the dust, and the 
worms, and the darkness, and the eternal 
silence, infinitely more than I would thank 
him for his heaven with me at his right 
hand, while from below rose the smoke 
and cries of those in torment."

Holden was enamored of a young 


woman employed by tho family, but she 
rejected his advances.

armed himself with an ax and a huge 
carving fcnife and sworo ho would cut her 
in pieces. Only for the courage of her em- 
ployer he might have executed his threats. 
Later she was spirited out of that section 
of tho country, and her would-be assail- 
ant 


Disappeared For a Time. ' 


When he reappeared he paid his atten- 


tions to a respectable young woman resid- 
ing in tho central portion of the city, and, 
in order to win her favor, declared that he 
intended to become a Catholic, of which 
religious denomination she is a member. 


For a time she wns disposed to receive 


his advances, until she learned of his es- 
capiulos with other women. 
Then she re- 


jected him and went to his boarding- 
house to get a picture of herself which she 
had given him in their earlier acquaint- 
anceship. He tore it in pieces, flung it in 
her face, and then tore his prayer book 
and a strinar o£ beads which she had given 
him into fragments. Then he swore a 
frightful oath and declared that he would

at, the first opportunity which he deemed 
safe. 


The girl fled screaming from the house, 


and her friends tried to have Holden ar- 
rested, but when search was made for him 
it was found that ho had again disap- 
peared. 


Twice after that he is known to have 


threatened young women who preferred 
honor to his attentions, and then in an 
unfortunate hour Miss Heslin was intro- 
duced to him. 


She never encouraged the attentions 


which he showed her from the first, and 
the result is that she lies in a plain white 
cot in St. John's hospital, hovering be- 
tween life and death. 


T!ie bullets which Holden fired into her 


body have not yet been extracted, owing 
to her weak condition. Holden, with the 
remarkable hick that has ever attended 
his crimes against women, has so far suc- 
cessfully eluded capture. 


In the present excited condition of the 


people it is probable that he would be 
promptly lynched if caught.

RUSSIA HOLDS ALOOF. 


YTill Act Independently In Dealing 


With the Turkish Question. 


Mobilization of Troops Con- 


templated by Sultan. 


Turks Again Deny Responsibility 
For the 


Recent Outrages. 


X, Nov. 19.—A dispatch to Tho 


Times from Borne says that it is officially 
declared there that Russia has declined 
Austria's proposals regarding tho settle- 
ment of the Turkish question, and will 
toko independent action in the matter. 


A di.spatc.il to Tho Chronicle from Borne 


says that tho information bus reached its 
correspondent to the effect, that when tho 
combined fleets of the powers havo as- 
sembled in tho Turkish waters an ulti- 
matum will be sent to tho sublime porte, 
and that oii'.y a short time will bo allowed 
iu which to make a reply. 


A dispatch to Tho Standard from Con- 


stantinople says that tiic sultan yesterday 
called the ministers to devise plans for 
mobilizing 500,000 troops. It being hinted 
that tho treasury was empty, the 


Snltnn Flew Into a J'asslon, 


and ns a result, several ministers tendered 
tlieir resignations, which were not ac- 
cepted. 


A dispatch from Vienna to The Standard 


Bays that the sultnn is now negotiating for 
the purpo.se of grunting the Turkish to- 
bacco monopoly to a company, giving an 
extended concession iu exchange for thj 
loan of £1.000,000. The sultan, according 
to the Vienna correspondent of The Stand- 
ard, also talk of asking the powers to as- 
sist in raising a loan for military expenses, 
hoping thereby to suppres-s prevailing dis- 
orders. 


Cnstoruary Denial*. 


The Turkish 
government 
yesterday 


issued a notice officially denying in the 
most positive terms, that four Jesuits have 
been killed or that the Protestant mission- 
aries have been maltreated at Malatiah. 


The porte's omcial announcement adds 


that the Armenian rioters nt Hasni- 
uicnsour killed two Mussulmans, and in 
tho melee which ensued there were 8..0 
persons killed and wounded on both sides. 


The porte also says that the insurgents 


of Zeitoun, Femes and Kemban have at- 
t.-icked tho district of Enderin, and burned 
the government house and a number of 
Mussulman residences. 


Uncle Sam's Attitude. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — Considering 


the terribjy disturbed conditions in Ar- 
menia, it Is believed at the state depart- 
ment that Minister Terrell has been re- 
markably successful in his efforts to pro- 
tect the American missionaries and teach- 
ers. So far as the misfortunes of the na- 
tive Christians are concerned, while they 
may properly excite the sympathy of the 
entire Christian world, the state depart- 
ment claims there is no warrant for inter- 
ference on the part of the United States, 
the Armenians being Turkish subjects, 
for wiiose religious freedom tho great 
European pO"» <s are responsible. 
Any 


interposition by cV:o United States would 
be not only in violation of our traditions, 
but might be used, it is said, as a power- 
ful argument to justify European inter- 
ference in tflie affairs of American repub- 
lics. 


In reference to rumors to the effect that 


Minister Teriell has tendered his resigna- 
tion, it nmy be stated that the department 
ofst.i'e is thoroughly satisfied with his 
conduct in every particular; that it has 
lent all possible support to him, and that 
no reason is known that would justify tho 
assumption that, he intends to desert his 
post in the present crisis. 


Likely to Be Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The question 


of minority representation was discussed 
by the Knights of Labor yesterday. At 
present there is no provision for minority 
representation, and a majority in a local 
or district assembly controls business. 
The sentimeut is for a change which will 
give minorities a representation, and to 
this end the proposition was referred back 
to the committee on laws for amendment, 
after which it is likely to be adopted. 


Lett Wilo Behind. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.— Charles F. 


Bitter, assistant secretary and receiving 
and paying teller of the Tacony Saving 
Fund, Sato Deposit, Title and Trust com- 
pany of Tacony, a suburb of this city, is 
missing. His wife found a note on her 
bureau late Saturday night from her hus- 
band saying that she would never again 
see him alive. 


Sensational Story Denied. 


LONDON, Nov. 19,—There is no founda- 


tion for the story sent from Bio de Janeiro 
to New York that Brazil has definitely 
concluded that she cannot arbitrate tho 
question with Great Britain as to the 
ownership of tho small island of Trmulade. 
Great Britain has received no reply from 
Brazil on the subject.

WALKED INTO A TRAP. 


Counsel Shoemaker IJeccmes a Pris- 


oner on Perjury Charge. 


Manufactured Evidence in 


Behalf of Holmes. 


Sensational Story From Chicago Stating That 


Piiezel Is Alive. 


PHILADELPHIA, NOT. 19.—The argument 


for a new trial in the c»se of H. H. Holmes 
was heard yesterday in the criminal court, 
and during its progress the senior counsel 
for tho defense became a prisoner at tho 
bar. 


William A. Shoemaker, the young nt- 


torney, whose first association with tho 
enso la obscured in tho mystery which en- 
velops its every detail, passed through an 
ordeal yesterday as severoas any his clfaut 
has been called to fuce, and the crisis 
came when he was held \inder $1300 bail 
to answer to the serious charge of sub- 
ornation. This means that manufactured 
evidence, tending to pro^e that Benjamin 
l'\ Pitezol, whose murder Holmes wa 
convicted two weeks ajjo, committed su 
cid«, ami that he. Shoemaker, paid ;i 
mnuan 120 to sign and swear to this. 


But the commonwealth had supplied 


the woman, although Shoemaker wits ig- 
norant ot this, and after lie had product ti 
this "after-discovered evidence" and read 
it, with great empressemcnt to tho com", 
he asked that the argument on the motion 
for a new trial, which had been fixed for 
yesterday, be postponed, to give him niul 
his associate counsel, Samuel P. Rotii::, 
time to run out this and other clews iv 
cently obtained. 


Then it was that District Attorney 


Graham arose and exposed tho plot. 
Ills 


declaration came like a thunderbolt. The 
court st.iredin wide-eyed amazement; the 
spectators turned in their chairs 
and 


gasped; the accused lawyer sank back in 
his seat, livid and trembling, while his in- 
uoccnt associate glared at him with un- 
veiled horror; but the prisoner in the dock 
rested his cold blue eyes on tho shrinking 
figure of his legal representative and 
smiled with scorn. 


Briefly told, the details of the cha.'se 


are these: Tho trial for the Pitezel mur- 
der w;is not two days old when Shoe- 
maker 
approached a private detective 


named John Schwetchler and asked him 
to procure a woman, who lived around 
Twelfth or Thirteenth streets and Callow- 
hill or Vine streets, who would swear to 
certain facts in connection with the find- 
ing of Pitczel'a body at 1816 Callowhill 
street. 


Gave the Snap Away. 


Schweiohler assented, but instead of 


straightway getting the woman, he told 
his story to Detective Geyer, who, for the 
commonwealth, brought to light Holmes' 
murder of the children. 
Geyer submitted 


it to District Attorney Graham, and a 
most skillful trap was prepared, a trap 
which has brought about the ruin of the 
opposing attorney. 


Under instructions, Geyer went to Mrs. 


Margaret Reah, matron in the fourth dis- 
trict police station, and she, under tho 
name of Blanche A. Hannigau, was taken 
to Shoemaker by Sehweichler. Meantime, 
Shoemaker had prepared an affidavit 
stating that tho respondent had. known 
Pitezel, and that to her ho had expressed 
his intention of committing suicide. Mrs. 
Hannigan readily signed and swore to 
this, Shoemaker giving her two $10 bills 
for so doing. On each bill she marked 
the initials "B. A. H.," and yesterday she 
exhibited them in court. 


Shoemaker walked into the trap blind- 


fold. When he read tho affidavit to th3 
court lie declared that its contents had 
been dictated to him by the woman. A 
inoment afterward irrefutable testimony 
was produced, showing that he had him- 
self made up the affidavit, and dictated it 
to a stenographer before he had even 
asked Sehweichler to procure a woman to 
sign it, and that he had not so much as 
read or explained its purport to Mrs. Han- 
nigan. 


Shoemaker had nothing to say. He was 


stunned and shocked beyond measure, but 
said this was not the time for him to talk. 
Botan, his associate, expressed his con- 
fidence in his colleague's final exonera- 
tion, but he admitted that the evidence of 
his guilt was overwhelming. 


I§ Pitezel Allre? 


The Chicago Daily News has sent out a 


story that James McNeary, conductor on 
the Sixty-third street line, states that 
Benjamin F. Pitezel is alive, and that he 
recently talkci with him on his car. Me- 
Neary claims there could be no mistake, 
as he worked nine months for Pitezel and 
knows the peculiarities of his voire. 


According to McNeary, Pitezel boarded 


his car a few days previous to Holmes' 
trial. Pitezel's beard had grown around 
the greater part of his face, so that he was 
completely disguised. When addressed, 
however, he admitted his identity, and 
asked as a friend that McNeary keep si- 
lence, as ho was on his way to Philadel- 
phia, but McNeary called in Motorman 
Letterman, and he, too, claims that ho 
had a conversation with Pitezel, who took 
a transfer to the Cottage Grove line. 


Robert Corbett, who has boon following 


the case for months in behalf of the Farm- 
ers' and Mechanics' National bank, Fort 
Worth, Tex., claims that he has also seen 
Pitpzcl. "I never believed that Pitezel 
was dead," he declared to a Daily News 
reporter, "for the 
following reasons: 


First, when I was searching the Castle 
months ago, the man who resembles the 
man seen by the conductor and motor- 
man, and whom they thought was Pitezel, 
found me in the building looking over 
some papers. 
Ho asked me if I had seen 


a tool chest. I told him there was one in 
the front room. He said that one was not 
his; that he had left one in the room 
where I was engaged. I asked him who 
he was. He said Mrs. Pitezel sent him 
there for the tool chest, and when I asked 
him his ii'ime. he said, after thinking a 
moment, 'Andrews,' and left. 


"Saturday, I learned that Mrs. Pitezel 


was stopping at C233 May street, and sent 
over to ask her if she ever sent for the 
tool chest. Both she and her daughter 
declared thoy had not, and I also discov- 
ered that Mrs. Pitezel is wavering in her 
belief in the identification of Pitezel, and 
begins to hope that the children are liv- 
ing, but 'or her husband she does not care 
whether he is living or dead. I believe 
that if Holmes is not granted a new trial, 
Pitezel will declare himself to the gov- 
vrnor of Pennsylvania when all other 
means are exhausted, and Isaac B. Ilitt, 
Jr., and myself both have his address in 
Philadelphia. Minnie Williams is stop- 
ping at the same place, under the name 
of Mrs. E. M. Gardener, while Pitezel is 
known as G. D. Hall."

Few, however, rec- 
ognized her at tho horse show ns Hie 
woman who has si nco been so much talked 
about as the wiCo of the Massachusetts 
burglar. 


According to her story, she had always 


looked upon Barn tr as a model husband 
up to this time, of Ins arrest and convie 
tion, and believed him to lie a man in 
whom slie could place every confldei.ee 
She understood that his only business 
was that of horso dealing, and rays plie 
often used to help him in his busincs-. 
hero while lie was traveling about Hie 
country, as she supposed, buy ing an duell- 
ing horses. 


He told her that he cnme of a good Eng- 


lish family, and h.id at lirst. Intended to 
become a mechanical engineer, and had 
familiarized himself with several trades 
allied to this pursuit. She lirst met him 
in Detroit, vrfceie lie was doing business 
as a tailderml't.
